PATTERN NOTES 



BAG 



Using MC and two circulars, leaving a 
long tail for grafting, cast on 144 sts 
and distrubte them with 72 sts on each 
needle. Join to work in the round, taking care not to 
twist sts. PM for beg of rnd. 

Knit 1 rnd. 

Begin chart 

Rnd 1: Join CC1 and work8-st repeat of chart 18 
times across round. 

Cont in chart patt over all sts until five 8-rnd pattern 
repeats have been completed (40 rounds total). 
Work Rnd 1 of chart once more. 

Flap 

Next row (RS): Work from Rnd 2 of chart across next 
72 sts. Leave rem sts of rnd unworked and move to 
holder or waste yarn if desired. Turn work. 

Cont to work back and forth on rem sts, keeping 
colourwork pattern correct, for 23 rows more, 
ending with Row 1 of chart. 




The body of the bag is worked in the round, using the 
two circular needles method. Magic loop or longer 
DPN's can be substituted if desired. 

SPECIAL STITCHES 



Place bead (pb): 

Note: Bead is placed on st in row below that shown 
on chart. 

Do not knit this st yet. Thread piece of wire through 
St to be beaded and fold wire in half with ends 
together. Pull st off LH needle, then thread wire 
and st through bead. Place st back on LH needle 
and remove wire. Work this st in colour designated. 
Alternatively, beads can be sewn on after knitting. 



Flap facing 

Break off MC and CC1 . Join in CC2 and knit 3 rows. 
Starting with a purl row, cont in st st for 8 rows more. 
Cast off. 

Mouth facing 

With RS facing, join CC2 to held 72 sts and knit 
3 rows. Starting with a purl row, cont in st st for 
7 rows more. 

Cast off. 

Flap edgings 

With RS facing and CC2, pick up and knit 18 sts 
along side of flap between beginning of flap and 
CC2 flap edging. Turn and purl 1 row. 
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Next row (RS): Ssk, slip st on RH needle back to LH 
needle; rep from * to end and fasten off. 

Repeat for other side of flap. 

FINISHING 



Using cast-on tail, graft bottom of bag. Steam or 
soak and block clutch to even out stitches. 

Reinforcing lining 

Take needlepoint canvas and fold and trim to fit 
inside bag from edge to edge and to inside flap and 
mouth facings (with bag flap in closed position) 
with no seam allowance. 

Fasten in place temporarily with pins. 

Lining 

Measure lining frequently against bag as you work, 
remembering to check position of lining with bag 
both opened and closed. 

Fold lining with right sides together to create 
pocket, fitting in bag, inside flap and mouth facings 
(facings will be sewn down over lining to cover 
raw edges). 

Sew together pocket section of lining, trimming 
fabric as necessary to give at least 1 .5cm/y2in 
seam allowance. 

Fold seam allowance of pocket section back on 
itself, and fold back equivalent seam allowances 
on flap section. 

Press seam allowances. 

Slip lining inside bag and fold down flap and mouth 
facings to cover raw edges of lining fabric. 

Sew down in place. 

Sew lining to bag along flap edges. 



KNOT DIAGRAM 




Fastening 

*With DPNs and CC2, cast on 3 sts. 

Create i-cord for approx 35.5cm/14in but do not 
cast off.** 

Fold i-cord in halfand tiea knot close to the fold 
to create a 'button'. Pin in place on body of bag, 
following photograph for reference. 

Adjust i-cord (by unravelling or knitting more as 
necessary) before binding off and grafting cast off to 
cast on ends. 

Rep from * to **. 

Pin in place on flap of bag, following photograph for 
reference. 

Ensure that buttonhole is a good fit for button. 
Adjust -icord before casting off and graft cast off to 
cast on end. 

Sew button and button loop parts place on flap and 
body of bag, working through knit fabric and canvas 
lining, but not facings. 

Refer to knot diagram for tutorial.

Helen Barker discovers how Nicky Barfoot is redefining 
knitting as a mixed media art form

N icky Barfoot was taught to knit and sew at an 
early age by her Mother and was fortunate 
enough to attend an infant school where 
knitting was on the curriculum for both boys 
and girls. She would spend her teenage years adapting 
patterns from Woman's Weekly saved for her by her neighbour, 
and would drool over Vogue Knitting Magazine at her local 
newsagents. With only a paper-round budget, she resorted to 
making her own yarn out of torn up and knotted bed sheets, 
string, and anything else that she could find around the house 
to knit with. Her sister and her friends have said that she 
certainly had her own unique style. 

However, Nicky explains that she gave up knitting briefly 
during her twenties when University and competitive sport 
took over and she qualified as a Sports MassageTherapist C

Nicky Barfoot is a mixed 
media artist who 
challenges the notions 
of high and low art.

Her 
art ranges from graffiti, sculptures, wall 
hangings and clothing and has recently 
published her debut novel. The Call of 
Jill, which challenges the preconceived 
notions surrounding the act of knitting 
and how these perceptions relate to 
gender roles and social stereotypes. 





and then later as an Osteopath. It was only then when Nicky 
caughtthe bug again due to herfull timeworkfinding the 
craft, "a mechanism to avoid the type of repetitive strain 
injuries that leaning full body weight on extended wrists all 
day at work would inevitably cause." 

NEW BEGINNINGS 

So having attended a few workshops at her local department 
store and eager to develop her knitting skills further, Nicky 
undertook a City and Guilds in Hand Knit Textiles (level 3) with 
Loraine McClean at Knit Design Online. Nicky says her voyage 
into textiles was given a further boost when she discovered 
that her local college, Eastleigh, was offering a Foundation 
Degree in Stitched Textiles. "I was the'knitter'in a group of 
nine mature students with City and Guilds backgrounds 
ranging from life drawing to embroidery, to patchwork and 
quilting."She explains that it was this diverse background, 
which "led to a richly creative environment and a very well 
received degree show from which five of us were selected 
to represent the Embroiderers Guild at this year's Graduate 
Showcase at the Knitting and Stitching shows." 

Nicky admits that her approach pushes the boundaries 
of traditional art."l have a mischievous nature, so aside from 
my knitted art, my other work likes to break the rules by 
mixing together things that perhaps traditionally wouldn't be 
combined. For example I like to embroider on paper, paint and 
stencil onto knitting, sew cardboard together using newspaper, 
use scanned and digitally manipulated knitting to create 
backgrounds for paintings and collages, and create paintings 
that incorporate every type of paint I have handy from 
watercolour to acrylics to printing ink! I love experimenting 
so I don't worry too much about the end result, as even if it 
doesn't lead to a resolved piece, the beauty of mixed media is 
that nothing is wasted. Elements of the experiments can be 
reinvented and reborn as part of a digital or actual collage, or 
scanned into the computer and digitally manipulated.' 



Her knitting is refreshing and she is active in redefining the 
craft as an art form. It does beg the question then: is she bored 
with conventional knitting? Nicky says,"l could never be bored 
with conventional knitting as there is nothing more relaxing 
than sitting in front of theTV with a garment on the needles. 
However, I'm a very fast knitter and at one stage I found I was 
making a sweater pretty much on a fortnightly basis. Way 
more than I could ever hope to store let alone wear!" 

Aside from the speed in which Nicky was producing 
garments she explains that it was really the Stitched Textiles 
FdA, which led her to see knitting as a potential for art. 
"Initially, inspired by artists such as Dave Cole, I tried to make 
knitting 'cool' by using unusual materials and methods, but 
then I realised I could use the commonly held perception of 
knitting as an amateur and female craft to my advantage, 
as part of my artistic statement. This can be seen in my most 
recent work which uses knitting to question conformity and 
categorisation, and to challenge gender stereotypes." 

It's also this mischievous and questioning nature that has 
led her to explore gender in her work. She says, "Every day we 
are bombarded with images on TV and in magazines which 
tell us how we should look and how we should behave. In 
our media-run world, these messages are often confusing, 
prompted by companies trying to sell us a product, and often 
provide an unrealistic image of what it is to be a man, or a 
woman. Despite years of hard workfighting for equality, as 
females we are still reduced by the media to our appearance. 
While British Olympian Jessica Ennis put in an amazing 
physical performance this summer, she will probably be 
better remembered as the'London 201 2 pin-up girl"' 

She continues, "Men are also being increasingly subjected to 
this pressure and must be confused over the current definition 
of masculinity. In recent years, it has become acceptable for 
men to wear styling products in their hair, put face cream 
on to tackle the signs of fatigue and ageing, and apparently, 
according to Joop! real men now also wear pink. However,

while they might be happy to dab their pink-labeled perfume 
on their muscled (albeit hairless!) pectorals, are they ready 
to knit in public? As knitting has a very definite image as a 
female craft (despite its history as a male occupation) it makes 
it the perfect media to explore the issue of gender, while 
maintaining a sense of humour. My Boys Knit Too series of wall 
hangings have taken the male fashion model image into a 
knitted world both in format and through secreted knitting 
paraphernalia about their person. I like to think of these male 
knitters as part of a secret society, and wonder what the topics 
of conversation would be at their manly stitch'n bitch nights."

INSPIRATIONS 

It seems as though Nicky draws on her inspirations from 
artists who, in her view have been pivotal players in 
redefining art. Her inspirations she says are,"Keith Haring 
with his subway drawings and murals was one of the first 
artists to make his work available to everyone, not just people 
who could afford to visit Art Galleries." And more recently 
Nicky has found inspiration from Grayson Perry. Nicky says 
he"has blurred the boundaries between art and craft while 
retaining his quirky sense of humour, and Banksy has thrown 
open the'art or vandalism?'debate. As far as artists who use 
knitting are concerned, I particularly like the work of Mark 
Newport who uses hand-knitted superhero costumes to 
make statements about how we view masculinity, and also 
Theresa Honeywell who feminises the masculine with her 
knitted motorcycles and power tools." 

With such an interest in the notions of the familiar feminine 
medium of knitting and exploring the'darker, edgier, more 
masculine world of street art and graphic novels, Nicky is 
able to draw on a wealth of ideas and inspirations whilst 
maintaining and injecting her pieces with her sense of 
humour. "It's important to me that my work makes people 
smile, so while I am often trying to make a statement, I try to 
do it with a sense of humour. The idea for the Boys Knit Too 



series of wall hangings came about after teaching two male 
friends to knit. While one of them has continued to knit, he 
doesn't publicise his new hobby to his peers. Inspired by this 
experience, and the testosterone-fueled cult movie Fight Club, 
the Knit Club piece was created. If an appropriate Stitch'n 
Bitch group had been available to Edward Norton's character, 
would Tyler Durden have been invented?' 

Her graphic novel, TheCallofJillvjas an experiment. Nicky 
expands on this and explains her experiment was to 'digitally 
collage the four different media of knitting, printing, drawing 
and photography to create one piece of work. This way of 
working enables a wide variety of distinct textures and quality 
of line to be contrasted in the one piece of work, and in this 
digital format they have also been reduced to a purely visual 
impression. I particularly like doing this with knitting, which 
we normally thinkof in terms of its tactile quality, so it is really 
interesting to remove that quality completely and see what is 
left. I also like the idea of contrasting a very modern, high-tech 
method of creating the art (Photoshop) with very traditional 
methods of making (knitting!) It was also an opportunity to 
create a strong female lead character (something that was 
lacking from the cartoons of my childhood) who battles 
evil with her enchanted knitting needles and is frequently 
required to save her love interest from falling over whilst 
running awayfrom the bad guys!' 3

When asked about her sweater collection, she says, "The 
Glamour series of sweaters are a wearable update of the bold 
picture sweaters of the late 1 970s/early 1 980s, and came 
about after seeing the awesome pastoral pullover in the truly 
wonderful 1 979 book. Wild Knitting. They askthe question 
'What is glamour?'"She says they are a playful lookat how 
a female face is reduced to hair, eyes and lips by cosmetic 
companies selling us beauty. 

irSAQUESTIONOFART 

Nicky goes further when asking her about her views on the 
crafting environment in relation to art. She says, 'Craft has 
historically been viewed by many as inferior to art, hence 
knitting also provides a fun way to pose the question 'what is 
art?' Is art about wealth and exclusivity? Is it a form of modern 
day religion? (As commented on by Grayson Perry). Indeed it 
is only in recent years that textiles have been elevated to the 
status of art through the allocation of gallery space alongside 
more traditional artistic methods, and it is still often viewed 
as the poor relation. Is this because of its origin as craft or is it 
related to gender? (The majority of textile artists are female.) 
While I recognise the basic human need for identity, I find 
it fascinating that we insist on categorising and labelling 
everything. And does this need for categorisation actually 
stifle creativity?That is why in my work I like to blur and 
confuse these categorisations proudly using the traditional 
craft of knitting alongside more mainstream art methods, and 
combining them with cartoons, graphic novels, graffiti and 
tattoos, forms of creativity that are often labeled as'low'art." 

PERCEPTIONS 

Nicky sees her work as"knitted paintings and drawings" 
and has been viewed publicly at her degree show in July 
and most recently at the Knitting and Stitching show at 
Alexandra Palace where she had the luxury of her own stand 
courtesy of the Embroiderers Guild Graduate showcase. 



When asked how the reaction has been from the viewers 
Nicky beams. "I was overwhelmed by the positive reaction 
I received at the Knitting and Stitching Show. My work has 
achieved its primary aim, making many who stopped to 
look, smile, and some even laughed out loud, especially 
the male knitters at the Knit Club wall hanging. Glamours, 
Emo Sweater a\so proved very popular, with many people 
enquiring if the pattern can be made available." 

With such a fantastic response to her work, it must make 
all those hours of hard work pay off. But Just how long does a 
piece take to design and create and does the knitting begin 
organically or has the mathematics and pattern got to be 
decided first? "The 32-page graphic novel took at least 350 
hours creating the knitted pieces, the printed backgrounds, 
and the drawn elements, and then layering them digitally to 
produce the pages. Each wall hanging takes about 30 hours 
to make, and the tanks and sweater a similar time." 

Working on pieces for a number of hours it's a wonder 
how Nicky starts the process off. She explains that"each 
piece of work starts out as a pencil sketch which then gets 
redrawn, refined and coloured. These drawings are then 
traced by hand onto knitter's graph paperfrom which the 
intarsia charts are produced. For the tanks and sweaters, the 
placement of the chart onto the garment is also mapped 
out onto the graph paper. The garment shape is kept 
intentionally simple to emphasise the intarsia design." 

CHANGE IN MATERIALS 

When Nicky spoke earlier about having her own style she 
wasn't wrong as she has even knitted with newspaper but it 
seems it isn't as difficult to work with, as you would think. Her 
tips for working with newspaper would be to be prepared for 
messy hands and to make sure you strengthen the paper, like 
she did. "I did spin it first using a hand spindle to improve its 
strength prior to knitting it."We couldn't go without asking her 
if she had a preferred newspaper? She laughs but graciously

answers/The Financial Times is my favourite surface for 
printing on, but I think I used the local freebie for the knitted 
sculpture as its mixture of blackand white with the occasional 
picture produced a scrummy colour when knitted " 

Speaking of her knitted sculpture, she explains it was 
created with cardboard and newspaper and was inspired 
by artists such as Eduardo Paolozzi, Ian Gregory, and Jackie 
Langfeld/The cardboard head and torso is stitched together 
with newspaper, which proved amazingly strong when spun, 
and the cardboard base is covered in knitted newspaper" 
Whereas the knitted wall hanging in yarn was inspired by 
something a little closer to home. "The knitted wall hanging in 
yarn, string and spindle spun refuse sacks represents my dislike 
of the never ending and thankless task of housework. It was 
based on a photograph of a greasy kitchen window!" 



Revealing her techniques she says, 'some of the graffiti 
lettering is embroidered, some intarsia, and some is painted 
onto knitting in inkand then drawn around with stitching. 
KissyDog (aka the Yarn Hound) is an intarsia design developed 
from a previous project where I was experimenting with 
drawing cartoons." 

When asked if Nicky considers the graffiti to be an extension 
of the art she explains perfectly, "that is a good question. Is 
graffiti still graffiti if it ends up in an exhibition or an art gallery? 
Isn't the whole point of graffiti uncensored communication 
to be seen by anyone who passes by? Grayson Perry has done 
much in recent years to elevate the status of craft with his 
fantasticTomb of the Unknown Craftsman exhibition at the 
British Museum, while Graffiti and Street Art have also now 
gained acceptance by galleries and collectors as a legitimate 
form of art, despite their origins as an illegal, uncensored form 
ofcommunication available for everyone who passes by to 
see. Can Street Art exhibited in a Gallery still be Street Art? And 
if it can, has it lost its original purpose and message?'

I use my blog asa public sketchbookon which I 
regularly upload images of my experiments, as well as the resolved pieces.

and anything else that takes your fancy. Add girly 
eyelashes, an earring (e.g. embroidery, a button, or 
perhaps a knitted flower if you want to go 3D). Put 
a necklace on her (e.g. french knots or beads). You 
could even make an i-cord in a contrasting colour 
and sew it in place. This is the fun bit; doodle with 
embroidery and make your tank really individual. 
However, do bear in mind that you will want to wash 
your tank so it is advisable to use the same yarn for 
the embroidery and any integral embellishments to 
avoid any puckering of the knitted fabric. 

Once the decoration is complete, join both shoulder 
seams using mattress stitch. 

Neckband 

With RS facing and using 3.25mm (US 3) circular

SHANNON OKEY 

KnitgrrI takes on 
the world 

After early career in the finance sector^ Shannon Okey unleashed her 
creative side. She is now a well known knitwear designer who s helping 
others on their way to publishing their work 




A S is common in the knitting industry, 
not all designers have come from a 
traditional fashion background. Shannon 
is no exception to this rule and what she 
is doing now is far removed from the German/History/ 
Politics degree she read for and the finance profession 
she entered on graduation. 

She tells us, "I am not the only one with this particular 
issue: there seems to be a virtual contest among knit 
designers as to who's got the most obscure degree. 
Stefanie Japel has a PhD in earth sciences, my own 
assistant is a former history professor whose expertise 
is in 19th century scientists, our crochet editor goes 
on anthropological digs all over the South Pacific. . . 
but I thinkthe award-winner is currently designer 
Ann Weaver, who's an Assyrianologist, among other 
things. What we all have in common is a love of detail. 



a creative streak, and a deep-seated need to do 
something with our hands. I had to get away from tech 
and finance because I wasn't able to use the full range 
ofmyskills,and it was really frustrating." 

It was this frustration and a spot of bad weather that 
pushed Shannon to pick up some needles and yarn to 
get creative: "I came to knitting rather late, all things 
considered - 1 was in my 20s. I call that 'late' because 
a lot of my friends started when they were four or 
five!" So who taught you? "My aunt Pat is an artist who 
lives in the very, very chilly state of Maine. When she 
moved there in the 60s, knitting was not only fun but 
very, very useful if you wanted to keep from freezing 
to death! She'd learned from my great-aunts, who 
are Swedish. What's funny is that my aunt stopped 
knitting for a while and recently asked me to get her 
going again!" C

FIRSTTIME MEMORIES 

The majority of knitters can remember their first 
project, most shudder when they think backto the 
gaudy acrylic that seemed so perfect to learn with, 
but have now seen the way with much nicer yarn. 
Shannon is no exception to her first time scarf and 
yarn: "Oh, I know this all too well. In fact, the original 
yarn is sitting in a ball less than two metres away 
from me right now! I was away for three weeks 
with work, training in a city which wasn't very safe 
at night, and I started to go a little crazy trapped 
inside the hotel. So I called a local yarn store, had 
them ship me yarn and needles (tweedy brown 




with white and blue flecks, for the record) and went 
to my aunt's house that weekend to learn. Problem: 
turns out I really HATE scarf knitting, personally - or I 
did fora long time, anyway -so that yarn got knitted 
and torn out about a thousand times. My first 
completed item was a cardigan. Now THAT was fun! 

With several knitting books under her belt. 
Shannon is an accomplished designer, but where 
did it all begin? "Good question. . . probably a hat. 

I went through a massive hat knitting phase where 
that was my small-project-of-choice. Most of those 
early hats got given away to friends as gifts and 
were never written up." 

PASSING ON SKILLS 

Luckilyfor us Shannon did startto keep notes 
of her designs and write them up into pattern 
format so that they could be shared with knitters 
worldwide. Shannon's first book, KnitgrrI v\/as 
published back in 2004, "The first book contract I 
ever signed was for KnitgrrI and KnitgrrI 2 . 1 moved 
back home from Boston, where I'd been living, and 
set myself to doing this as a full time job. I wrote 
a dozen books over the next few years, many of 
them multi-contributor books, which honed my 
editing and organizational skills. In the meantime, 

I was continuing to write my knitting blog at 
knitgrrl.com, which is what got me the book 
contract in the first place!"

Shannon's blog has a great many followers who 
enjoy reading about her latest designs, yarns she's 
working with and more recently her publishing 
company which is taking upa lot of her time. When 
she does design, Shannon has, "a pretty firm aesthetic 
that tends towards the simple-to-knit, but classic. 

Knitters are smart. 

They want more advanced 
andcomplexbooks... 

My problem of late has been keeping up with new 
designs of my own given the amount of work I've 
been devoting to my company Cooperative Press." 

One of the first titles to come from the new 
company is one she's written herse\f The KnitgrrI Guide 
to Professional Knitwear Design. It's a book aimed at 
those people who want to get into knitwear design 
and create patterns for others to follow, whether from 
websites or in magazines and books. It's the first of 
its kind and has proved an invaluable resource for 
those just dipping their toes in the designing process, 
while offering advice to those who've been doing it 
for years. The main motivation to write it came from 
Ravelry.com and the numerous requests Shannon 
receives asking for help. "I get a lot of emails asking 
about the business side of design, and I saw a lot 



of people making big public mistakes in Ravelry's 
designer group, for example. It got to the point 
where I said 'okay, instead of writing yet another 
email answering the same questions, perhaps this 
needs to be a book.' Not on how to design - you 
assume someone who wants to be a designer knows 
that bit - but on the business side of things. Then I 
interviewed a number of other successful designers 
to see what they had to say on related topics, too. The 
booktherefore gives a variety of perspectives on the 
problems that plague us all." 

PROMOTION 

Not only has Shannon blogged for many years to 
promote her designs, books, workshops and projects, 
she is also visible on Twitter and Facebook. "For me, 
social media is not just a means of promotion, it's my 
'water cooler chat.' This is a fairly solitary profession, 
most of us work from our home or studio and don't 
see anyone but the mail and UPS guys all day. When 
we need to 'get out' for a bit, we can do it online. And 
when we do, we can also interact with people who 
are interested in our work. I think of Twitter as a way to 
talkto mydesignerand personal friends when I need 
a minute or two off, a place where I can pose a quick 
question and get immediate, useful answers. . . and 
often input from unexpected people/places, too!"

Looking back, we 
wonder what she learnt from that experience and 
how has she taken the knowledge into her latest 
ventures.

"I made a lot of very good friendships during my time 
at VbmForwc/rc/ [Cooperative Press is now publishing 
books by Katya Frankel and Penelope Hemingway, 
two of our stalwart regular contributors] and I learned 
a lot more about editing/organizing/deadline- 
setting and perhaps most importantly, delegating. 
Delegating is one of the hardest things to learn, if you 
ask me. If you want things done right and you are a 
little bit of a control freak like me, letting go is TOUGH." 

WRITER'S FRIEND 

Cooperative Press began when Shannon acquired 
a small publishing company of a different name 
and published herfirst title in 2009. From small 
acorns, larger trees are growing with currently 21 
publications available to purchase from the website 
coopperativepress.com. The titles fit into three 
categories: Pop culture. Creative Business Books, 
and Knitting and Fibrearts books. What makes this 
company different to other publishers is how it looks 
after its clients. Shannon explains: "Cooperative Press 
runs unlike any other small publisher in that we divide 
up the profits from the business very differently: we're 
paying four to five times the royalties a mainstream 
publishing house would, and we're giving authors 
more creative control. They actually have a say in 
things like photography, titles and the contents 
of the books themselves. I was tired of seeing the 
same old thing published again and again, or seeing 
books get dumbed down for broader market appeal. 
Knitters are smart. They want more advanced and 



complex books. They want interesting content. That's 
something else I learned after I left Yam Forward (and 
after FiberArts magazine got shut down) - people 
bemoaned the lack of articles on art knitting and 
other more in-depth topics that are of interest to fibre 
people. So CP recently started our own magazine 
called Knit Edge, which publishes three times a year 
and is digital only. We're filling in the gap between 
'enough material for a book' and 'enough material 
for a blog post' by commissioning interesting articles 
and content. 

As you'd imagine, there is a great deal of work 
involved, and Shannon's day can be very varied, it 
helps that her office (based in Cleveland, Ohio) is an 
inspirational and cosy environment to work in. "My 
studio/office is in an old factory building, which was 
originally built in the 1920s to house a car 
manufacturing company. This is why we have 
elevators big enough to bring cars up and down from 
the second and third floors! We have enormous 
windows, and I have to say, since leaving a 'proper 
office job' and being in a sunnier office without 
artificial lighting, the number of migraines I used to 
suffer has dropped significantly, improving my 
quality of life. I get here first thing in the morning and 
am often still at my deskat 8pm. There's so much to 
do! Everything from planning or running 
photoshoots to laying out books to ordering yarn to 
communicating with authors and customers and 
wholesalers, and then my least favorite, accounting. I 
never lack for things to do, that's for sure. It's just me 
and my part-time virtual assistant, Elizabeth Green 
Musselman, who is herself a knitwear designer. She 
works from her office in another state and we just 
attack the to-do list as best we can!" M

Row 1 81 (RS): Work Row 1 of Pattern C once. 

Cont in set pattern, working Pattern C as set, for 
18 rows more (ending on Row 19 of charts). 

Row 200: P2tog. 

Fasten off rem st. 3

Row 1 (WS): Knit. 

Row 2 (RS): SI1 k-wise, (yo, k1) to last st, k1 . 

Row 3: SI1 k-wise, (k1, drop yo) to last st, k1. 

Rep last 2 rows once more. 

Knit 2 rows. 

Cast off as foil: K1, *yo, pass knit st on RH needle over 
yo, k1; rep from * to end, cut yarn and pass through 
rem st. 

TOP BORDER 

With RS facing and 4.5mm needles, pick up and knit 
420 sts, starting from cast off edge of the Right Wing 
down the right edge, across the Cable panel, then 
along the edge to the cast off st of the Left Wing. 
Turn. 

Knit 5 rows. 

Cast off loosely. 

FINISHING 

Weave in ends and block 
shawl to measurements. 
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Copper Beech 

When gorgeous yarn needs to shine, 
simple stitch patterns are the way to go

It may help to use stitch markers to identify the 
central stitch, but once a few rows have been 
worked the spine will become clear to see and, 
if confident, the stitch markers may be removed, 
although I would recommend using them to 
identify the central spine during the mesh section 
as it can be difficult to see clearly.

FINISHING 



Weave in ends. 

The neckerchief is suitable for using unblocked, as 
it is worked on larger than usual needles and the 
openwork mesh section is already visible. 

It can be blocked to further open out 
the stitches if desired.

Understand and 
write lace charts 



If you are new to lace knitting, reading charts can look complicated - Yarnwise 
shows you how simple it really is and how it can enhance your knitting If you are 
more experienced and are branching out into your own designs, writing charts so 
they can be printed off is an invaluable skill It is also great for when the pattern 
you are working is in written form only, especially if you are a visual knitter. 




READING LACE CHARTS 

Lace charts are not quite the same as other charts, for 
example, colourwork charts generally show instructions 
for both right and wrong side rows, whereas lace 
is predominantly practiced on right side rows only. 
Colourwork charts are read from right to left, then left 
to right. Lace charts (if only the lace rows are shown) are 



in the grid contains a symbol - the blank boxes are 
generally to be knit on the right side, and purled on the 
wrong side, but do check the key just in case it differs. It 
is best to spend a few minutes familiarizing yourself with 
the chart and the key before jumping in. You don't want 
to get part way through and realize that instructions for a 
certain stitch are missing! 



If the chart is especially large or complex, the lines can blur into each 
other. It could help to colour in every other row with a highlighter. . . 



worked from right to left (or left to right if you are left 
handed) and will usually be odd numbered rows only 
(although some charts - such as our example - may 
contain the WS rows for completeness). Where the WS 
rows are omitted, instructions will be provided as to 
whether they need to be worked as straight knit or purl 
stitches. Charts are a great way to visualize the finished 
fabric, as the shapes created by the yarnovers/increases 
and decreases can clearly be seen. 

DEM YSTI FYI NG SYM BOLS 

Each square of the chart is one stitch OR one instruction 
(for example, skpo, ssk, k2tog, etc). There should be a key 
accompanying the chart to clarify what is meant by the 
symbols (see the Cat's Paw chart), as while there are some 
standard symbols, there is no standard definition for 
each one. The only widely agreed upon definition is that 
'O' is a yarnover! You will also note that not every square 



Heavy lines (or a red outline) usually identify a pattern 
repeat from partial repeats or edge stitches. These do the 
job of asterisks within written patterns - you work to the 
outline, then keep repeating the chart within the outline 
until indicated or advised in the pattern text. 

You may soon notice that there is a rhythm to the 
pattern. Usually, the number of stitches remains 
constant. Yarnovers (increases) will be counteracted 
by decreases. These decreases will usually be slanted 
(K2tog or ssk/skpo) as the directions stitches fall in play 
a part in the overall look of the pattern. It is important to 
use the right decreases as instructed. The increases and 
decreases needn't be right next to each other, but will 
be spread out throughout the row. 

KEEPINGTRACK 

If the chart is especially large or complex, the lines can 
blur into each other. It could help to colour in every other 
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row with a highlighter, so you can read through 
the colour but easily see at a glance when you 
have strayed from the row! 

Another alternative is to use a magnetic board 
to keep track. Place the board under the pattern, 
and place the magnetic marker under (or over) 
each row, moving it along as you work. It may be 
counter intuitive to have the marker over the row, 
but I find that it helps me to see the pattern as IVe 
knitted it, rather than looking ahead at what IVe 
yet to knit - but it is a matter of personal choice. 

If you are working on a portable knit, you may 
find magnets on ribbons (such as the pattern 
tamers from www.atomicknitting.co.uk) a great 
option, as you don't need to take the board with 
you. They come in a variety of sizes, or (if you are 
feeling crafty) you can make your own. 

Increasing the size of the pattern is a good idea, 
to make it easier to read at a glance. Of course, 
you can only copy charts for personal use, not for 
distribution - we are not advocating breaching 
anyone's copyright! 

LIFELINES 

It's a good idea to use stitch markers at the end of 
each pattern repeat. If a mistake has been made, 
markers will help you to see exactly where it was 
and you can fix it quickly. 

Lifelines are ideal for this too - at the end of 
each row repeat (i.e. if it's a 16 -row pattern, every 
16 rows) thread a sewing (or tapestry) needle with 
a thread that is thinner than the one you are using 
for your project. Use a different colour thread so 
it can be seen clearly. Some knitters have even 
resorted to using dental floss for lifelines, but be 
warned they can be a bit minty, and the waxed 
ones leave a residue! Pass the sewing needle and 
thread through each stitch on the needle, taking 
care not to twist any stitches and do not pass 
through any stitch markers. When it's through 
every stitch, pull it through to get a good length 
at either end - long enough so that it won't 
accidentally be pulled back into the knitting - and 
remove the sewing needle. When you work the 
next row, the lifeline should travel down with the 
stitch. Now, if you discover a mistake in your work, 
you will be able to unravel down to the lifeline, 
pick all the stitches back up. It's amazing how 
much time (and sanity) can be saved by this little 
extra attention. C 
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HOW TO DRAW LACE CHARTS 



Have you decided to try your hand at 
designing lace patterns? Are you a visual 
knitter but the pattern you have is written 
only? Fear not - digital charting is easy to 
get to grips with. Of course, you can draw 
them out by hand on squared paper (it's 
not necessary to use knitters graph paper 
for lace) but done digitally you can print 
them out (or use them for self publishing) if 
needed. It is also easier to correct mistakes in 
digital charts. 

We take a look at the Cat's Paw pattern, 
from Rita Taylor's Lace Capelet on page 91 
to show you how it's done. All you need is 
a spreadsheet package - Excel or Libre are 
suitable programs. 

Setting up 

1. Open up the program and start a new 
sheet (or workbook). You will need to format 
the columns and rows to make it easier to 



work. If you know the number of rows and 
columns your chart will have, select those to 
format separately - or just format the whole 
sheet, if you haven't yet calculated the 
numbers. In our example, we have 11 rows 
and 10 columns. Highlight the required area. 

2. Now we need to format the squares. Go 
to the toolbar, and select 'format' then drop 
down to Rows and select 'height'. For this 
example, I am making the squares 1 x 1, so 
enter '1' in the field. 

3. Do the same for the Columns, but in this 
dropdown menu we need to select 'width'. 
Enter '1' in the field. 

4. You will now have an altered grid area to 
draw your chart in. 

5a and 5b Next, highlight all the boxes in 
the grid. Add borders (inside and outside) to 



mark out each of the individual stitches clearly 
in a grid formation. 

6 . You will want the symbols to be visible. 
While you have the whole grid selected, 
change the font. Arial is a clean font, but any 
other easy to read font will work. You will need 
to resize the font as large as you can make it, 
providing it still fits in the squares. 

7. 1 find it helps to have the row numbers 
left justified, and the column numbers/grid 
squares centred. 

8a and 8b. Add highlighted rows to help 
follow the finished chart more easily. Click 
and drag your cursor to highlight the desired 
row, then go to your background colour tool. 
Select something appealing - but do bear in 
mind that it needs to be easy on the eye, not 
distracting, and you need to be able to see the 
symbols through it. 
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Adding the symbols 

Now you can start to add symbols. While 
there are knitting fonts available (Woolly 
Wormhead has a great free font available at 
www.woollywormhead.com) it is not essential 
to have a specific font for charting as you can 
use the traditional keyboard fonts for many of 
the basic stitches. As there are sometimes larger 
decreases in lace though, you may find that 
you will have to 'invent' key strokes for k3tog, 
s2kpo and others. This isn't a problem - as 
long as you have the key to hand, and use the 
same symbols throughout. You can even use 
numbers or letters if you like. 

9 and 10 After all that preparation, it's time to 
fill in your chart! It is best to add the key first, so 
you have it to refer to throughout your charting. 

11. If you have a repeat within the chart, it is 
added in much the same way as the original 
borders. Highlight the repeat section (we 
have added one to the cat's paw pattern for 
demonstration purposes only) as shown here. 



12. You will need to change the border 
colour to easily identify the repeat. The 
usual colour is red, which is easy to spot at 
a glance. 

13 and 14. It also helps to make the 
border slightly thicker - although not too 
thick, as you do not want to obscure the 
contents of the grid. Select 'outline' and 
the repeat border will be added - you have 
worked up a chart! 

Removing the background 

Now, you may be happy with working from 
the spreadsheet, but if you want to remove 
the background lines, you will need to turn 
the document into a PDF. This is a simple 
process - most computers have this in their 
printing menu. 

15. First, you will need to select the print 
area, so that just the grid which you 
have created is included, rather than the 
whole worksheet. 



1 6 Once you have your selected area, go 
to the print menu. 

17. Within your print menu, you should 
have a 'pdf' option. 

1 8 When the pdf option is selected, you 
will have several options - select the 'save 
to pdf' option. You will then be asked to 
choose the directory and folder for storing 
the file. 

19. The contents of the selected area will 
then be exported to PDF - if you go to the 
chosen directory and open the file, you 
will see the completed chart, minus the 
spreadsheet lines. 

And there you have it! Digital charting adds 
a professional touch to your own designs, 
it makes them easy to find - no more 
scrabbling around for that piece of paper 
you doodled your design on - and is quick 
and simple to amend if needed. M

Christmas Knits 

Knitting blogger, Rhian Drinkwater takes a look at the joys of Christmas knitting 



» || ave you noticed that every year, it 
I I gets earlier? People complaining 
that Christmas is starting too early, that 
is. Except, for us knitters, of course, we 
know that there’s no such thing as ‘too 
early’ when it comes to preparingforthe 
festive season. 

The ultra organised among us start 
their planningin January, spreadingthe 
projects throughout the year, building 
up a ‘present pile’ and making sure they 
neverget burnt out with deadlines, 
fittingin plenty of selfish knittingalong 
the way with no guilt. They’re working 
theirway through the Christmas list at a 
steady pace. 

I’m not that sort of Christmas knitter 
though. For me, Christmas knitting 
follows a very predictable pattern. For 
most of the year, I pretend it doesn’t 
exist, merrily knitting projects ‘because 
I feel like it’, and randomly giving people 
presents of my knitting ‘just because’. 
Then around Septembertime, I finally 
reach the point when even I have to 
notice the mentions of Christmas in every 
blog I follow, and start to have vague 
feelings of ‘yes... I should thinkabout this 
fairlysoon. I really should.’ 

In October, I make a resolution that 
thisyear-thisyearl-l will not make 
any gifts. I will buy everyone’s presents 



from shops, just like most people do, 
and continue smugly on with my selfish 
knitting, finishing off that cardigan for 
me and castingonthe hat that will go 
perfectly with my favourite brooch. I’m 
absolutely not going to knit any gifts 
thisyear. Except... I should really make 
somethingformyson. He’ll mostly get 
action figures, but it’s nice for him to have 
something handmade from his mum as 
well, right? Some little fingerless mitts. 
Maybe a jumper. 

And, well, I’vegotto make some 
socks for my husband. It’s practically a 
tradition. Ever since that first year when 
I got into sock knitting, staying up until 
1am on Christmas Eve (um, that would be 
Christmas Day, technically, yes?) to finish 
some vanilla socks in some nice self- 
striping Regia yarn; he always gets socks 
from me. And for his birthday too, which 
helpfully is in December. 

Notthatl need to make a start on these 
things anytime soon, of course. They’re 
only small, and won’ttake long, and I’m 
not making anything else. 

Once we’re into November, I start 
makinga list ofpeoplewho I need to get 
presentsfor-non-handmade, bought- 
from-the-shops presents. I make a long 
list, and then I look at it for a while. Then 
I lookat my bank balance, and then 



look at my yarn stash. And realise that 
actually, it’s much more feasible to make 
presents for everyone with yarn I’ve 
already bought. 

The next stage, though, is actually 
quite fun! I get to sort through lots of 
yarn, spend hours scouringthrough 
magazines and Ravelry (hours that should 
probably have been spent knitting, but 
let’s notthinkaboutthat), planningthings 
out and matching up yarn, patterns and 
people. Then I get the fun of casting on 
lots and lots of knitting. And then I get 
approximately three hours of sleep a 
night until Christmas. 

Now, as I’m writingthis, I’m still 
somewhere in the early stages. I have 
socks on the go for my husband, a jumper 
for my son (but shouldn’t I, maybe, knit 
him another one with some more fun 
intarsia on the front?) and plansforsmall 
knitsfor my pa rents -the yarn is lined 
up, but the needles I need are currently 
languishing in some other WIPs, so 
obviouslythosewill have to be finished 
first. But that is absolutely, positively, the 
only knitting I’m doingthis Christmas. 

Honest.
